al condenseries in Cache Valley, 
and Udking with operators, he 
way convinced that a Condens- 
ory was out of the question for 
us at the present at least, lx)th 
l)ecause of the initial expense 
which was very heavy, as well 
as a lack of supply of milk. The 
only plants showing any profits 
were those turning out alwut 
three or four thousand cases of 
milk per day. Milk was selling at 
the ^condenseries lat around 7 
cents l>0i* gallon, so that only 

a 1 * uaoucir.r Jierds (under 
the lx}st of care could possibly 
show any profits under present 
circumstances. He .“jUggested 
that our considerations be cen- 
ored on a Creamery, with the ad 
dition of a i>owdered milk unit 
if it |>roved successful, which 
enterprise could be started with 
small initial expense . 

It was decided t^^ cal! a mass 
uioeting of Farmers after th 
Conference meeting Saturday 
night and hhera discuss the 
Dairy question and see if the 
farmers were really interested 
in it before any further inves¬ 
tigations were carried on. Facts 
regarding the Dominion Credit 
Corporation and their plans for 
iielping will also be submitted. 

It wa.s reported that H, L. 
Seamans, who was to have lx?en 
the s|)eaker of the even ng \va
